The Restriction/Election mailed on 05/30/2006 (page 3, lines 1-3) indicates that the applicant is required to select ONE SEQ ID for 
Vh and ONE SEQ ID for VI; because the different SEQ IDs are in fact patentably distinct from each other. However, in the response 
filed 09/05/2006, applicants have proposed four groups consisting of more than one SEQ ID NO for VI or Vh or both. The applicants 
have provisionally elected Group I (as proposed by the applicant); which consists of one SEQ ID NO for VI, but 7 SEQ ID NOs for 
Vh which are patentably distinct from each other. Hence, the applicant is once again requested to select ONE SEQ ID for Vh and 
ONE SEQ ID for VI for the purposes of examination.
